PREACHING VIOLENCE. 

One of the organizers of the outlaw strike told 
& meeting Thursday how he won a strike in Min- 
neapolis and St. Paul in 1910. He said he went 
down to the I. W. W. headquarters and got some 
help. “Then one day four passenger trains were 
wrecked. The next day seven freight trains were 
wrecked. Then we sent word to the railroads that 
if they didn’t come across we'd tear down the 
roundhouse. They didn't answer. We did. The 
roundhouse was torn down. Then the railroads 
begged us for'mercy,” etc., etc. 

Violence, said this individual—one E. C. Esty— 
is the only way to win a strike. 

It is reported Mr. Esty’s remarks were enthu- 
siastically applauded. Hot stuff goes well at a 
meeting when men submerge their common sense 
in mob excitement. That is why Esty should be 
taken in hand. He may be merely a wind bag 
who is drawing on his imagination to make himself 
out a hell-of-a-fella. Certainly he talks like one. 

But it is not what Esty did or didn’t do in 1910 
that matters now. If he did what he says he did 
he ought to be in the penitentiary with other 
dangerous criminals, but what we are now inter- 
ested in is his power to do harm, not with his 
hands but with his mouth. His talk Thursday. 
if reported correctly, is an open if inferential in- 
citement to the destruction of life and property. 
The effect of such talk, whether it is hot air or 
truth, is to advise strikers to win this strike by 
'wrecking passenger trains, freight trains, etc. 
Such talk is a public menace, a crime. Its foolish- 
ness does not make it less dangerous, for there 
are plenty of excitable and foolish youths in every 
gathering. Minneapolis is a long way off and 1910 
is past and gone, but Esty’s remarks may mean 
the 7:25 or the 8:16 tomorrow morning.

BONDS AND RENTS. 
{From the Chicago Journal.] 
Chicago is suffering from what may be called an 
epidemic of high rents. The first step in fighting an 


| epidemic is to learn its cause. Fortunately the 


cause of high rents is not far to seek. 

There is a great shortage of homes. During the. 
war and for some months before and after the 
building of homes stopped, while the population went 
on increasing at very nearly the usual rate. The 
result is that the demant for residences has far 


outstripped the supply and that means high prices 
in rents as in everything elée. f ie 

Nor is this all. With the chance to charge higher 
rents the landlord is under serious compulsion to 
do so. The cost of handling property has advanced. 
Taxes, maintenance, repairs all have increased; be- 
sides, landlords must live, and their dollars wil] not 
buy as much now as they would five years #0. The 
obvious course is to squeeze more dollars out of the 
terfant. This is being done. Some landlords are 
moderate and reluctant in their ways, some are 
avaricious and heartless, but all are pushed forward 
by the same set of conditions 

Under such circumstances it should be one of the 
fixed maxims of public policy to encourage the build- 
ing of homes. The city administration of Chicago 
is taking an exactly contrary course. In spite of 
the fact that it has been supplied with funds for 
public improvements far in excess of anything ever 
asked or contemplated in this community before, it 
is calling for $34,200,000 new bonds at the election 
next Tuesday and every bond voted at that election 
will be a direct barrier to home building and a direct 
addition to the city’s rent bill. 

There is no mystery in the matter. Bonds issued 
for public works mean that labor is diverted from 
home building to park and convention hal! building. 
This lets the shortage of homes grow worse, with 
the natural result of boosting rents higher yet. Then 
bonds are redeemed by taxes, taxes add to the cost 
of maintaining property, and the landlord naturally 
passes on the burden to his tenants: indeed, he must 
do so if he means to keep out of bankruptcy. 

Chicago should refuse to authorize more bond ts- 
sues until the supply of homes has caught up with 
the demand for them. This city has been generous 
with the Thompson administration. Only last No- 
vember it voted $26,600,000 of public improvement 
bonds, not one of which has yet been issued. Until 
these are used and until there are more and better

The Glittering Future. 

“ Unprecedented” prospects for lum- 
ber demands for at least five years to 
come are set forth. The mill, the letter 
asserts, “can produce 120,000,000 feet 
annually.” In three months “we will 
have on the ground in piles lumber to 
the value of $250,000, and in six months 
approximately $500,000,” the writer de- 
clares. 

The letter points out that the scheme 


will enable holders of Liberty bonds to 


retain them until “they return to par ” 


| and meanwhile they can be earning 10 


per cent.

“The Liberty bond holders are to let 
the company use them to raise money.

From the letter Mr. Arison read: 

“ Their (the Liberty bonds’) return 
to you will be safeguarded by my per- 
sonal contract, a company contract, 
and an equal amount of 7 per cent 
cumulative preferred stock of said 
company; copy of my personal con- 
tract, company contract, a lease of 
property and preferred stock being 
placed in the hands of a trust com- 
pany until the obligation is dis- 
charged.” 

Might Sell Them, Too. 

Mr. Arison explained that a clause 
in one of the contracts would be in- 
serted giving the “ company ” the right 
to use the bonds either as collateral 
or to sell them. | mie 

“At the end of one, two, or three 
years, as the bond owner elects,” he 
said, “the bonds will be returned to 
him, face value for face value. 

“ This is not a stock broker’s propo- 
sition,” he continued, “but is a plan 
to give Liberty bond owners an in- 
creased interest earning and _ thus 
make the bonds worth retaining. 

“A north side hanker introduced me 
to a M. Holden of the Central Trust 
company, who told me he had tenta- 
tively put the ‘same scheme in opera- 
tion.” 

Mr. Arison is unknown to the offi- 
cials of the Central Trust company, 
they said, and an attempt to find “a 
Mr. Holden” in prominent banks 


failed. 
Merely an Inquiry. 

In explaining his use of the roster 
of the ordnance department as a mail- 
ing list, Mr. Arison said: 

“I knew the employés all subscribed 
for Liberty bonds. I felt I could judge 
by their responses whether such a 
proposition would have a general ap- 
peal. I am surprised to learn they 
have complained.” 

Mr. Arison added that “unless or 
until I receive responses sufficient to 
indicate the success of the project,” 
it would not be launched. A number 
of replies “ showed interest,” he said. 

The personne] of the company was 
not divulged. “I can guarantee 10 
per cent interest out of my own 
funds,” Mr. Arison asserted. “ But 
we only need about $30,000 to start 
the mill working, and then the lumber 
cut would pay it.”
